, BAKING BY ELECTRICITY. 


How the Grade of Different Brands ot 
Flour Is Ascertained. 

The Minneapolis Journal says: The 
millers sell flour under different brands, 
and, doubtless, many housewives have 
wondered how the grade of each brand 
continued uniform, generally making 
bread of the same quality. A visit to 
the ‘dough-room’ of the big Pillsbury 
flour mills would reveal the secret. 
Piled all around the room are little 
pasteboard boxes, each filled with wheat 
or flour, and each bearing a label. The 
‘dough man’ takes the half-pound of 
wheat in one of the boxes, puts it in a 
small hand-mill and grinds it. 
bran and starch arequickly washed out, 
leaving the gluten, which is worked 
into a sort of paste. This is baked ina 
small oven, and the height to which it 


making of the consignment of wheat of 
which the handful ground was a sample. 

“When the attention of Electrician 
Hughes, who hascharge of the electricah 
plant of the mill, was attracted to this 
baking oven, he observed that it took a 
long time to heat it to the baking point 
by means of the oil-lamps under it, and 
he at once formed the idea of baking the 
gluten by electricity, with the result 
that he bas just applied a most interest- 
ing littls device, which in its way is 
quite a wonder, 

„The millers had always had trouble to 
secure an oven that would do this work 
satisfactorily, and the best one they 
could buy came from England. It is 
about fourteen inches in height, witha 
cement bottom two inches in thickness, 
and a door twelve inches high. It took 
one hour and forty minutes to heat this 
oven to the 500 degrees Fabr. necessary 
for baking the gluten, and then when 
the large door was opened to putin the 
gluten, about 100 degrees of temperature 
would be lost, and it required fifteen 
minutes to bake the dough. 

“In the Hughes oven the small piece 
of gluten is placed in a cylindrical brass 
case, about an inch in diameter, which 
in turn is placed in the oven, also cylin- 


500 degrees the gluten is baked in four 
minutes, the entire operation of heut- 


than twelve minutes. The test of the 
gluten is in the height to which it will 
rise. In the little cylindrical tube is 
placed a plunger bearing a weight of 
eleven and à half ounces, pressed down 
closely on the gluten, which, ia rising, 
carries the weightupward. The higher 
it lifts it in the tube, the stronger are 
the bread-making qualities of the wheat 
from which the gluten was taken, and 
the milling of the proper proportions of 
the different grades of wheat, as deter- 
mined by the gluten tests, produces the 
required standard of flour. It is in this 
way that the brands are kepteven. Mr. 
Hughes simply connects his oven with 
the regularelectric current in the mills, 
and acquires the desired result without 
tiresome and expensive delay. It van 
be heated to 680 degrees.”

| CENTENNIAL MINING DISTIRCT. 


A Description ef a Rich Mineral 
Section of Nevada. 

The ing letter bas 
been received by Francis G. Newlands, 
President of the Board of Trade, and 
is published in the bope that it will 
direct attention to and lead to the de- 
velopment of the mineral wealth of this 
district : . 

Ceysrenxist Disraicr, Nevada, | 

August 17, 1890. 

Francis G. Newlands, Reno — 
Dear Sm: I suppose that one of the 
objects in view in organizing the State 
Buard of Trade was to promote the de- 
velopment of the mineral resuurces of 
the State. Therefore I take it for 
granted that a letter descriptive of any 
particular locality would be acceptable, 
and as you are President of the Board, 
I take the liberty of addressing this 
letter to you, thinking that you might 
be able to direct the attention of oin- 
ing men desirous of investing in nines 
in this much-neglected mining region. 

Centennial Mining District is situ- 
ated about thirty-five miies north of 
Tuscar ra, in Elko county. The mines 
cover an extensive area. Beginning 
near Deep Creek at the south boundary 
lire of Centennial, they extend north- 
erly some fifteen miles through Mar- 
cellus District, also through Cope and 
Hicks Districts and into Young Amer- 
ica District, a distance of over thirty 
miles. chain of mining districts 
lies undeveloped, as the mines are 


| chiefly owned by prospectors who are 
unable to do more than the necessary 


assessinent work. The formation of 
Centennial District consists of syenite, 
rphyry, limestone and talcose s'ate. 
he lodes are large, well defined and 
numerous. I deem it unnecessary to 
describe any particular ledge or mine 
in this communication. 

On the west side of the mountain at 
the head of White Rock creek are sit- 
uated a series of mines which lie fav- 
orably for cheap development, and can 
be purchased at reasonable figures. 
There are some twelve claims and all 
but one covered by U. S. patents. [I am 
interested in five of them. These 
claims all lie contiguously, and I think 
there is no opportunity in the State 
that offers a better inducement to a 
company wishing to conduct minin 
operations on a grand scale. Some o 
the ore is chloride, some sulphide, and 
some carries lead and a small percent- 
age of copper. 

On the east slope of the mountain 
are quite a number of fine-appearing 
mines, containing high-grade ore. 
Near the north line of the district is 
Pennsylvania Hill, where very high 

ore is found. 

The mountains bere are fairly well 
timbered with pine suitable for mining 
purposes, and the country is well 
watered. Water power for driving 
machinery is convenient to the mines. 
The mines are surrounded by « good 
grazing country, and near by is a 
thriving farming community in White 
Rock and Silver Creek valleys.
